Wants U.S. to Buy TWO COUNTIANS, 
Apples Normally 
Shipped Abroad 


Making Ready for the Conscripts 


W ashington, Sept. 16 JAP) — The 
apple grower’s national 
planning 
committee has recommended to the 
Agriculture departm ent th a t its su r­ 
plus marketing adm inistration es­ 
tablish an apple purchase program 
to assist in m arketing the fruit 
normally sold in foreign markets. 
The committee, meeting at the 
departm ent and representing m ajor 
producing states, estim ated a loss 
of 10,000.000 bushels in the export 
m arket would result from the inter­ 
national situation. 
Under the program recommended, 
state grower com mittees would de­ 
term ine which areas would be in ­ 
cluded in the apple purchase pro­ 
gram. 
The 
purchases 
would 
lye 
mainly of export sizes and varieties 
not normally in dem and in this 
country. 
They urged th a t the ad­ 
m inistration 
purchase 
no 
apples 
from growers who sell culls in fresh 
fruit m arket channels. 
They also 
asked that the adm inistration stand 
ready to buy apples of "combination 
U. S. I and utility” grade in areas 
where 
specific 
m arketing 
em er­ 
gencies arise.

ENGLAND WILL ALWAYS LIVE! 
A 
S an American, living and writing, for a 
portion of each year upon Canadian soil, 
and loving its people and its unspoiled 
beauties of nature, I hear and read so much 
about what is going to happen if England 
dies. 
England is not going to die. It is not even 
going to be conquered. 
England will always 
live. “There’ll always be an England!” 
An England in every intelligent mind and 
heart in all the world. 
An England with a 
Keats, a Shelley, a Shakespeare, a Bacon, a 
Dr. Johnson, a Galsworthy, a Rupert Brooke, 
and a Browning. It was the latter who wrote 
in the Epilogue to “ Asolando,” the follow­ 
ing lines: 


“One who never turned his back, but march­ 
ed breast forward. 
Never doubted clouds would break, 
Never dreamed, though right were worsted, 
wrong would triumph, 
Held we fall to rise, are baffled to fight bet­ 
ter, sleep to wake.’’ 
This brief extract could well be the Spirit 
of England today. It describes her accurate­ 
ly. How much of her character is embodied 
in that part of the line quoted—“are baffled 
to fight better, sleep to wake.” 
Anyone born in the United States, can well 
review his heritage of ideas, his love of in­ 
dependence, his freedom to come and go as 
he pleases, and to worship in his own way— 
these, and a nameless number of others, hav­ 
ing been bequeathed to him by England. Her 
art and literature alone are priceless treas­ 
ures to us all. 
But her character — rock- 
bound as it is—most of all. 
On that historic Island—steeped in holy 
traditions—with a stream of daggers, aimed 
at her very heart, is being enacted one of 
the most amazing spectacles of defensive 
bravery in a1! the annals of Time—com para- 
able only to Thermopylae. No intelligent 
person can doubt that England will always 
live!

/NLYDE BR TON DAVIS is one of the few American 
^ 
novelists who writes like nobody else in the pro­ 
fession. Having read his past work, you could identify 
the author from a single page of anything new; from 
a single page of ‘Sullivan," for example. 
"Sullivan" is the story of a dark period in the 
life of a young Chicago newspaper artist, and it is 
Mr. Davis’ peculiar advantage that he can write about 
dark periods of the sort Sullivan suffered without 
glowing dark aud turgid ubout It in print. 
As a 
m atter of fact, the new novel is much like a collection 
ol brash midwestern tall tales, and the tempo is not 
only fast — it is breakneck at times, 
Sullivan is the young American in conflict with his 
time. He is neither stupid nor brilliant, and although 
his gifts are not great, neither are they negligible. 
Chiefly his trouble was th a t through no fault of his 
own, he had been started down the wrong groove 
early in life, and had it not been for a charge of 
dynamite, he m ight never liuve gotten out of it 
Sullivan's parents decided he was designed for art 
Foi painting, specifically.

Mr. Roosevelt, who received word 
of B ankhead's d eath w hile cruising 
on the Potom ac, said th a t "every 
Am erican loses a tried an d proven 
friend of our system of governm ent."
